When I was ſent for back by the Juſtices, 


the Gentleman who convey'd me. to my 
Houſe, witneſſed that I thanked him. 
Surely this cannot be gone an A | 


to eſcape. 


In Con FOR then of the Words, which 


during theſe melancholy and diſtracting 
Scenes, I had ſpoke to Dr. Addington, that I 


was innocent of the Nature of the Powders ; 
but had given them to my Father.—I was 


ſent to Priſon, where I was till my Trial, and 
am now in ſafe Cuſtody.— The Untruths 


which have been told of me, the Meſſengers 
ſent after me, to ſee if I was ſafe, the put- 
ting me in Irons (though. ſo weak and ill, 
that my own Body was too much to carry 
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ing the Depoſitions to hurt me with the Jury; 


under all this I bore up, from * my 


Innocence. 


But give me leave to mention what hap- 
pened at my Trial.— I was brought to the 
Bar, and muſt do the judges, and all the 


Gentlemen of the Law that Juſtice, that they 


uſed me as a Gentlewoman ſhould be, though 
unfortunate. I muſt however obſerve, that, 


When the Judge read glad ſumm'd up te 
Evidence; or, indeed, when any thing was 
ſaid in Court; there was ſuch a Noiſe, that the 


Jury, I am ſure, could not hear the Evidence; 


and I hope Iſhall be forgiven, if I ſay, that ſome 

of them ſeemed not to give that Attention, 1 
think they ought. —Nay, the Judges were 
often oblig'd to ſpeak for Silence in the Court, 


and bid them for ſhame let the Jury hear 


and attend, When all the Witneſſes were 
examined on both Sides, the Judge gave his 
Charge like a Man fit to hold the Sword of 
Juſtice, and my Council and Friends were in 
great Hopes for me.—But, moſt ſurprizing
